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Senate 
snubs — 
evaluation

The Senate Committee on 
the Disclosure of Information 
has ruled that the publication 
of departmental course 
evaluations violates Senate 
guidelines on privacy. 

At the Senate meeting 
Wednesday afternoon, Com- 
mittee Chairperson Sheila 
Goldbloom presented the 
Committee's decision. 

“In making this decision, the 
Committee does not want to 
give the impression that we are 
against course evaluations,” 
said Goldbloom, a professor in 


“the School of Social Work.

“We are just very concerned 
about the principle of privacy of 
information,” she sald. . 

The Committee's decision 
came in response to a request 
by Dean of Law John Brierley, 
whose faculty council had 


clarify the guidelines on 


“disclosure. Last fall, the Law 


Council voted to publish course 
evaluations by the department, 
a décision later challenged by a 
number of professors. 

“If the department does it 
(evaluations), it is not 
publishable, because that Is 
private information," Gold- 
bloom said. She said that if the 
students conducted their own 
evaluation the results could be 
published. 

The problem of privacy stems 
from the fact that departmental 
evaluations are placed in a 
professor's file, most of which 
is private. Student evaluations, 


: however, do not enter the file 


except upon request of the 
professor. —~ 

Law Student Senator Guy 
Knowles said he was disap- 


pointed that “while so many of : 


the guidelines are unclear, 
evaluations should be 
categorically controlled by 
these guidelines.” 

Knowles also questioned the 
authority of the Committee ‘to 
give a final ruling on the sub- 
ject. 

Because the guidelines have 
never been ratified by the Board 
of Governors, there is some 
question as to whether they 
can be enforced, a point 
Brierley raised in. his initial 
presentation to the Committee. 
This question has been referred 
back to the Steering Committee 
of Senate which will Issue its 
report at. the next Senate 
meeting, February 25. 

Cliff Rand, president of the 
Law Undergraduate Society, 
sald that students are waiting 
for a final decision from Senate 
before deciding whether to go 
ahead with their own 
evaluation. 

“We certainly hope it will not 
be delayed any further and that 
a decision will be reached at 
the next meeting,” Rand said. 

“After that, time restrictions 
would make it necessary for 
students to go ahead and 


publish their own course 
evaluations which would 
certainly be less desirable 


than having the faculty publish 
theirs.” 

In other faculties, course 
evaluations. are currently 
conducted by students, and 
there are.no such departmental

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Energy conference: 


Provinces slam

Led by Newfoundland 
Minister of Energy Leo Barry, 
representatives of the oll- 
producing provinces launched 
their Initial attack against the 
federal government's National 
Energy Program (NEP) during a 
speech held yesterday as part 

“of the McGill Student Con- 
ference on Energy. 

“In the three months since 
the NEP was tabled, we have 
seen and heard much to in- 
dicate just how heavily It (the 
NEP) will impact on our 
economic and social structure. 
Unfortunately, we are still 


waiting for evidence of even 


one positive implication — 
especially for the federation 
itself,” sald Barry. 

The main objectives of the 
NEP are to encourage ex- 
ploration and development, and 
to Increase Canadian par- 
ticipation (either through Petro- 
Canada or private oil com- 
panies) to a minimum 50 per 
cent level, ensuring that 
Canada gains a “fair share of 
the economic benefits.” 

Federal Minister of Energy 
Marc Lalonde explained that as 
a result of the proposed 


legislation, the federal —

A proposal to bring the 
McGill Health Services under 
the auspices of’ the Family 
Medicine Centre at the Mon- 
treal General Hospital (MGH) 
was approved by the Com- 
mittee on the Coordination of 
Student Services yesterday. 

Negotiations will now 
proceed between Dean: of 
Student Services Michael 
Herschorn and the Director of 
the Family Medicine Centre to 
work out the details of such an 
arrangement. | 

The proposal, authored ‘by 
MGH-affillate Dr. W.K. Mac- 
Donald, recommends several 
controversial cutbacks in on- 
site facilities of the Health 
Service. Among these are the 
laboratory and radiology ser- 


‘vices as well as gynecology 


services. : 

While MacDonald noted that 
some of the Health Services’. 
staff consider it “critical” to 
have lab services on site, he 
finds it impractical. Cancerning 
radiology services, he admitted 
that they were “time-saving” 
for the students, but not 
necessary.

But Dr. Cynberg of Health 
Service recalled that 50 per 
cent of the lab work done in the 
last few months (in response to 
an outbreak of mono) has been 
emergency cases. 

“The students needed to 
know quickly," he said. 

In his report MacDonald 
recognizes that “almost 100 per 
cent of gynecological services 
are of a primary-care nature in 
the McGill Student Health 
Service. The. age population 
simply does not present any 
significant number of 
gynecological problems 
requiring highly specialized 
services,” 

Strong objections to the 
proposal came from the Health 
Service staff. Speaking on 
behalf of the staff, Health 
Service Director G.F. Thomas 
presented an alternative report 
to the Committee. 

“We have never had an ex- 
pert In student health studying 
the-situation, so we came up 
with our own proposal,” said 
Thomas. ; 

““We know the clientele we 
are serving and we know the 
needs of the students,” he 
added. : 

Thomas said he thought that 
administration by MGH would 
be unnecessarily complicated 
and wondered who the 
students would have to com- 
plain to about their grievances. 

When these objections to 
these proposals were raised, 
the committee was assured by 
both Herschorn and Vice- 
principal (Academic) Eigil 
Pedersen that these were 
“details” which the Health 
Service does not necessarily 
have to adopt. 

Herschorn sald, ‘Radiology 
and laboratory services can be 
maintained provided we are 
willing,to pay for them.” 

“Things can be negotiated,” 
said Pedersen, “we can have 
any kind of, health service we 
want.” 

Herschorn emphasized that 
the main thrust of the proposal 
Is that the. Health Service will 
be administered by the Director

The McGill Debatin g Union. 
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Law Faculty 
overrules reps

A bid by law students to 
Increase their representation 
on’ Faculty Council was 
.defeated by a margin of almost 
-two to one yesterday. 

Only nine professors voted in 
favor of an amendment to a 
‘proposed document governing 
‘faculty regulations which 
would have given students six 
seats on Faculty Council. 
‘Sixteen professors voted 
against the motion. 

There are currently four 
‘students on Faculty Council, 
‘there were unable to vote on 
ithe Issue due to Senate 
‘guidelines which prohibit 
‘students from voting on 
{matters of student represen- 
_tation. 


The principal argument 
raised. against increasing 
‘student representation was 


‘that students are in a conflict of 
‘interest when voting on 
‘academic matters. 


“Most of the students here 


_belleve it Is more important to 
have a degree good or bad, than 
not a degree at all, and thatisa 
conflict of interest," sald 
Professor Stephen Scott. 

“They have a tendency of 
relaxing, not tightening : up 
academic standards," he sald. 

Professor Patrick Glenn 
agreed with Scott. 

“in order to maintain our 
credibility; we have to be able 


to Impose unpopular measures * 


on the student population,” he 
- sald. 

Cliff Rand, president of the 
Law Undergraduate Society 
(LUS), responded by saying, ‘I 
honestly believe there are no 


students Interested in this 
(weakening academic stan- 
dards)." 

Professor William Tetley 


supported the increase of 
student representation. 

“Jc think six is not a 
dangerous number. If students 
. have - ulterior motives 
detrimental to academic in- 
terests, they are still not in 
sufficient number to exercise 
them,” he sald. 

“1 don't think they ahve them, 
| haven't seen them," Tetley 
sald, 

Tetley suggested that 
professors are in a conflict of 
interest when voting on matters 
such as promotion and tenure, 
- and said that perhaps such 
matters should be left to the 
students to decide. 

The debate often strayed 
from the Issue of increasing 
representation to the valfdity of 
any representation at all. 

“It's possible that students 
don’t always understand the 
complexities of the issues we 
face when making these 


decisions,'’ said Professor 
Margaret Somerville. 
ur students believe 


professors are negative to 
students for voting against this 


amendment, that Just 
represents this inability to 
understand these com- 


plexities,” Somerville said. 

Professor Willlam Foster 
concurred. 

“| do respect students, | do 
have faith in thelr judgement, 
and | do view them as 
responsible,” Foster said. 

“But just because you do 
respect students and view them 
as responsible does not 
automatically qualify them to 
take part in the decision- 
making process,” he sald. 

‘There was some confusion 
as to how the six represen- 
tatives were to be elected to the 
council. Currently, three of the 
four student representatives 
come from the LUS executive, 
with the other being elected 
from among the students at 


‘large: The amendment, moved 


by Professor Plerre Jobin, 
called for just the’ LUS 
president to be on the council 
ex-officio, with the other five 
representatives elected at 
large, with at least one 
representing students at each 
level of the four-year program. 

Some of -the - student 
representatives belleved this 
would weaken the power of the 
LUS in negotiating with faculty, 
and opposed such an election 
system, although they were in 
favour of the increased 
representation. 

After the amendment was 
defeated, Professor Scott in- 
troduced another amendment 
which called for the removal of 
the privilege of voting on 
academic matters from the four 
students already on the 
council. 

Scott said he felt the LUS 
was using pressure tactics by 
repeatedly asking for increased 
representation. 

“It Is time to establish the 
principle that on academic 
matters it is a mistake to have 
the impression that ‘if there's 
enough lobbying and pressure, 
you will achieve what you 
want.” 

Scott's. amendment was 
defeated. Only one other 
professor voted In favour of it. 

Rand says that while he Is 
disappointed with the outcome 
of the debate'on this issue, 
which has taken up three 
faculty council meetings, he 
hopes. that more represen: 
tatives will be added in the 
future. 

“It won't be brought up this 
year again,” he sald. 

“Whether or not it's brought 
up again in the future is up to 
future members of the Faculty 
Council. But | predict this will 
be an important issue, and 
faculty hasn't heard the last of 
it," Rand said.

VANCOUVER (CUP) — Simon 
Fraser University’s Board of 
Governors ignored: angry 
student protests and approved 
a thirteen per cent tuition fee 
increase on Jan. 27. 

Only the two student and 
sole staff representatives on 
the Board opposed the hike. 

About 160 students crowded 
into the Board's meeting room 
and hissed and cried out 


“That's sick” as the vote was 


tallled. 


Grad 
results 
delayed

Students . who wrote the 
Graduate Review Examinations 
last December 13 may have to 
walt another two weeks for 
their results, due to a mailing 
delay. Many universities will 
not receive them for another 
two weeks. 

Many students are upset and 
see their future education 
jeopardized. 

“This could affect my being 
able to go to American 
universities,” sald Janice 
Rosen. “They like to have a full 
file before they begin to 
process an application. 
Especially in the case of a 
fellowship the information has 
to be in by. mid-January to 
February ist because there are 
a limited number of 
fellowships.” 

The tests Were mailed first 
class and were delayed enroute 
to Educational Testing Service, 
the company that runs 
university entrance exams. 
Some  universities were 
informed of the delay. They 
received a card saying 
“Absent/Delay” which means 
one of three things: the 
applicant did not write the 
exam; the results are being 
deliberately delayed; or the 
results were delayed in the 
mail. 

Some universities, including 
McGill, wait until all 
information is in before 
beginning selection. 

“When | spoke to one of the 
universities they (said they) 
hadn't been planning to 
process the application until all 
the information was in,” said 
Rosen. fy 


They later booed and 
groaned when a recom- 
mendation to raise tuition 


annually and consistently with 
B.C.’s two other universities 
was deferred, and not defeated. 

“The only reason the Board 
deferred was to attempt to stall 
student activism on campus,” 
sald Student Society officer 
Doug Fleming. 

“We are under no Illusions. 
We know the real decisions are 
being made in Victoria. Though 
we haven't been supported by 
the Board in the past, we were 
asking the Board to turn down 
this proposal.” 

SFU student Peter Armitage 
sald he found it, ‘incredible 
that the Board of Governors is 
asking to increase fees 12.8%, 
and again regularly, when there 
is absolutely no study on how 
they affect different groups of 
people.” 

He saida Stanford University 
study in the U.S. showed that a 
$100 tuition increased resulted 
in only a one per cent 
enrolment increase among low 
income families and a seven 
per cent increase in higher 
income families. 

“The onus is on the ad- 
ministration to provide com- 
prehensive information to the 
contrary,” he said. 

SFU President George 
Pedersen said an Impact study 
“is a very nice thing to talk 
about, but everyone must 
realize it cannot be done by one 
institution.” 

He estimated the cost of

Katherine Ludgate, from the 
Capilano college students 
society told the rally education 
cutbacks “are only the physical 
manifestation of a much more 
serious problem — the Social 
Credit government and its lack 
of concern for post-secondary 
education."

energy revenues has con- 
siderably undermined the 
federal equalization program, a 
program Intended to ensure a 
minimum level of public ser- 
vices throughout the country," 
said Lalonde. 

“The NEP is geared to 
keeping the voters happy in the 
provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec,”’ commented Barry. 

“What you are proposing to 
do is rip off the province of 
Newfoundland of 84 per cent of 
the (oil) revenue.”

1 would like to update the 
statements that appeared ‘on 
page 3 in the Feb. 2, 1981 
edition. Under the caption, 
“McGill TA Negotiations Going 
Well,” the last two paragraphs 
refer to TAs as being ineligible 
for UI since federal regulations 
require a minimum of 20 hours 
of work a week which was 
changed to 15 hours on Jan. 1, 


1981. This is true, however, at 
the same time that the hours 
were reduced from 20 to 15, the 
regulations were also changed 
to make eligibility possible 
through elther a 15-hour work 
week or gross earnings 
amounting to $63.00 a week 
($136.50 semi-monthly). Thus, 
although TAs cannot qualify 
under the minimum hours 
qualification, many qualify 
under the minimum earnings 
conditions, and as such, UIC 


deduction’ commenced in 
January of this year.

McGill International was founded six montns ago 
following two years of gestation and development. Its 
director is Dr. Nell Croll. Recently McGill International has 
recelved considerable attention in the pages of the Daily, 


beginning with Doug Janoff's Jan. 19th article, based loosely : 


on Dr. Croll's speech to a group of social science professors, 
entitled “McGill multinational invades Third World”. The 
Jan. 26th Hyde Park section presented the text of Professor 


Peter C.W. Gutkind's Jan. 23rd speech before the Graduate — 


Faculty Council, giving-his views of Dr. Croll and McGill 
International. Among the Jan. 28th letters to the Daily were 
an elaboration on Janoff's article from two students with the 
Centre for Developing Area Studies (CDAS), and a note of 
caution on Prof. Gutkind’s speech from Dean Gordon 
Maclachlan who chaired the Jan. 23rd Graduate Faculty 
Council meeting. Our letter is an’ attempt to clarify any 
misconceptions and provide some Information on what 
McGill International is and does. We are anticipating the 
appearance In the Daily of the text of Dr. Croll’s speech to 
the Graduate Faculty Council. 

Given the increasing recognition in the West of the need 
for redressing North-South imbalances, McGill International 
was originated to serve as a means of organizing the 
development and use of McGill resources in the Interest of 
helping developing nations. It tries to be the focal point for 
all members of McGill's academic community in the 
developing world. The creation of McGill International was 
approved of by the Senate and Board of Governors. McGill Is 
the first university in Canada to have such a unit coor- 
dinating the activities of many faculties. Several Canadian 
universities have shown Interest In developing an equivalent 
body based on the McGill model. 

McGill International represents the 20,000 students and 
2,000 professors of McGill, each with his/her own political 
beliefs; without becoming political itself. It has been felt that 
McGill International can serve its function without making 
political judgements. While McGill International remains 
apolitical In Its alms and in Its commitments, it does respect 
the broad guidelines of Canadian diplomatic policy. McGill 
International will provide no support for (nor erect barriers to) 
anyone lacking the backing of his/her faculty. Similarly 
McGill International will not oppose Senate policy, for 
example with respect with the Soviet Union. This is simply to 
prevent Internal squabbles, and Is not a means of advocating 
any political policy. Unfortunately, it seems necessary to 


add that McGill International is not a pawn for any ideology, 


big business, or racism. 


McGill International has associations with developed — 


nations, but its primary. orientation Is toward the developing 
world. Its activities are largely In the fields of agriculture, 
medicine, and engineering. McGill International Is 
associated with the CDAS, which concerns itself more with 
social themes. McGill International Involvements include 
setting up a university In Nigeria, an IDRC funded geography 
project In Kenya, CIDA funded programmes and a recent 
agreement which will bring 60 Kenyans to McGill. 

The article’s headline Is descriptive of the content but not 
the subject of the article. It suggests that McGill controls a 
multinational’ corporation ‘current Invading underdeveloped 
countries. ‘If.'the Daily’s.investigative ' reporters’. have: un-. 
covered such:a body, theÿ are mistaken ‘in‘identifying it'as: 





. worthy of your support. 


McGill International. Also, the term Third World is too im- 
precise to be useful — while most agree that, for example, 
Botswana and Bangladesh are Third (or Fourth) World 
nations, is Janoff calling China, Mexico, and even the Soviet 
Union Third World? ° AS 

The body of his article is disjointed, and attempts to 
mislead by taking quotations out of, context, and by 
describing facts in a vague manner. Dr. Croll has since 
replied that such quotations as ‘What we want to do is put 
Western thinking into the local culture of the countries we're 
going to be working with", and “if a McGill team takes over a 


“village in India for example” are largely fictitious. Without 


even first outlining McGill International's function and ac- 
tivities, Janoff casts its funding, apolitical : policy, 
relationship with the Soviet. Union, etc., in the least 
favourable light possible. We suggest either that Mr. Janoff 


remove his Ideological blinkers and take a good look at the - 


real world, or that future editorials be labelled as such. 
The most regrettable aspect of Janoff's article Is not that 


it presents a pecullar viewpoint, but that the lack of editorial. 


control has resulted In others trusting the: article without 
critical examination, leading to the continuation of misin- 
formation about McGill International. 

In particular we regret that Prof. Gutkind was able to use 
the two specific quotations mentioned above in his sen- 
sationalized criticism of McGill International. Dr. Croll has 
denied both these alleged quotations, and other statements 
in Prof. Gutkind's speech. Specifically Dr. Croll denies any 


knowledge of Moral Rearmament, any work by anyone with, 


McGill International on a commission basis, and financial 
motivation for McGill International activities. 

Prof. Gutkind’s personal attacks on Dr. Croll seem to 
ignore Dr. Croll's past and current activities with the Institute 
of Parasitology, the Tropical Medicine Unit (Montreal 
General Hospital), and his research in India. His projects 
have clearly not been motivated by desire for financial gain, 
and preclude his holding racist views. In our experience with 
Dr. Croll as a lecturer and In conversation, we have found 
him to be a dedicated and caring person. Recently the 
directing board of McGill International, including 
representatives of six faculties, unanimously reaffirmed Dr. 
Croll as McGill international Director. 

At this point, we would like to discuss the one opinion of 
these CDAS students that remains without the need of 
Janoff's tales. This Is the view that an organization trying to 
remain apolitical can only remain_ineffectual...The opinion 
we would like to offer Is that the continuing evolution of 
human society will be sufficiently Intricate to allow some 
people to’ contribute without entering the political arena. 
Certainly, we do not question that these people will be 
allowing themselves to be controlled by the political tide. 

Dr. Croll's previous experlence with public health projects 
and the unsettling effect of political turmoll shows that he Is 
aware of the primary role of political development In present 
human growth. However, he Is also aware of the many angles 
with which we can attack the problems of society which 
need not depend on a political stance. And, he Is aware of 
the many students, and professors who are willing to put 
aside the differences In political views, among themselves 
and in relation to the host country’s government, If doing so 
ensures the opportunity to advance the welfare of the 
people. 


McGill International is a newly founded organization. 


having the goal of coordinating the skills and knowledge of 
this university to help meet some of the neëds of people. It 
will be a vajuable opportunity for many to contribute to their 
world, and we would like to suggest to readers: that it Is

Public Statement 

We fully reiterate our call for 
McGill to divest itself of all 
holdings In corporations which 
operate in South Africa and 
banks which extend loans to 
South Africa. The Board of 
Governors has been 
deliberating for nearly two 
years now on the question of 
whether or not to divest its 


financial holdings in South 
Africa. We believe that any 
further delay cannot be 


justified on the basis of 
deliberation. Delay from now on 
clearly means that the Board of 
Governors wishes to ignore the 
calls for divestment. Fur- 
thermore, we wish to state that 
divestment cannot mean 
anything but a full and com- 
plete severance of financial 
links with organizations which 
have investment in S. Africa. 


An alternate formula is 


totally unacceptable to the. 


Students’ Societv. 


Divestment is not an issue of 
whether or not blacks and 
whites may share the same 
sandwich machine, it is a 
fundamental question of social, 
economic and political 
discrimination. No minor 
alterations can” suffice while 
the present order rules in South 
Africa. All investment supports 
the continuing hardship and 
suffering of the majority of 
South African people, whether 
_in the factory or home.

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We call publicly on the Board ~ 
of Governors to reach a 
decision on this matter. We 
demand a resolution from the 
Board of Governors no later 
than the 23rd of March, 1981. If 
that date passes without any 
such action on the part of the 
Board of Governors, the 
Students’ Society shall assume 
that-the Board of Governors 
does not wish to divest, based 
on the conclusions of the In- 
terim Report of the Committee 
to Advise on Matters of Social 
Responsibility, and subsequent 
comments of members of this 
committee. In the unfortunate 
event of this being the case, the 
Students’ Society wishes to 
remind the Board of the 
strength and depth of feeling in 
the McGill community and for 
the Board of Governors to 
decide to ignore the weight of 
student opinion on this issue 
would be a very serious action.
